A quick  look  at  the  Contents  of  this  issue  will  show  that  we  have  made  a major 
effort  to  interest  the  Collector  of  Roman  coins.

While  we  were  not  able  to  provide 
in  additional  list  of  Oiders  and  Decorations,  we  have  included  an  interesting  discussion

:ome  to  know  as  the  man  in  charge  of  our  Ancient  Coin  Department.  The  response  of 
:he  Collector  of  Orders  to  the  listing  at  the  end  of  last  year  was  more  enthusiastic 
:han  we  had  expected.  An  effort  to  keep  this  group  interested  will  continue  to  be  made 
n the  future. 


All  of  you  will  remember  how,  in  the  past,  we  have  emphasized  the  importance  of 
>ooks  to  the  Collector  of  coins.  Probably  no  single  man  has  rendered  a service  both  to  the 
Collector  and  the  Dealer  equal  to  that  of  Prof.  John  S.  Davenport  with  his  series  of  books 
>n  Crowns.  As  you  know,  the  “Davenport  number”  has  become  a standard  reference, 
t is  with  great  pleasure,  then,  that  we  call  your  attention  to  Prof.  Davenport’s  latest

book,  “European  Crowns,  1700-1800”,  off  the  press  in  February.  This  volume  fills  a long 
felt  need  and  will  be  of  great  help  to  all  of  us.  While  the  price  is  $10.00,  you  will  find  it 
quoted  in  our  book  list  at  $10.25,  in  accordance  with  our  custom  of  including  the  cost  of 
postage  and  handling  in  the  listed  price  of  each  book.  The  price  of  “German  Crowns, 
1700-1800”  has  also  been  raised  to  $10.00.  Speaking  of  “costs”,  we  feel  impelled  to  make 
one  cautionary  remark.  In  our  opinion,  Prof.  Davenport’s  estimate  of  valuations  is  a 
little  too  conservative,  in  some  cases,  for  coins  in  the  condition  that  experience  has 
indicated  our  customers  want.  This  particularly  applies  to  the  Crowns  of  the  Holy 
Roman  Empire  and  associated  States.  Nevertheless,  the  new,  “European  Crowns,  1700- 
1800”  is  a superb  book  and  one  which  anyone  interested  in  the  series  must  have  in  his 
library.  \\  e have  an  ample  stock  and  recommend  that  you  order  your  copy  at  once. 


At  the  end  of  last  year  another  Numismatic  publication  of  major  importance  came 
to  our  attention,  too  late  for  mention  in  our  holiday  Review.  The  book  in  question  is 
“Diccionario  I)e  La  Moneda  Hispanoamericana”,  by  the  distinguished  Argentine  Numis- 
matist, Humberto  F.  Burzio,  issued  in  2 volumes  of  large  format,  with  an  additional 
volume  of  plates.  The  text  is  in  dictionary  form  and  deals  alphabetically  with  all  con- 
ceivable matters  pertaining  to  the  coins  of  Latin  America  under  the  Spanish  Empire. 
Among  other  things,  there  is  a complete  list  of  years  of  all  the  issues  of  the  various 
mints.  If  any  of  you  have  been  puzzled  by  some  of  your  Cob  pieces,  here  is  a book  that 
will  go  far  to  provide  a solution  to  your  problems.  We  can  say  without  reservation  that 
Dr.  Burzio’ s Dictionary  will  take  its  place  on  the  relatively  small  shelf  of  really  great 
Numismatic  literature.  Now  that  it  is  in  print  it  is  difficult  to  imagine  how  anyone  inter- 
ested in  the  coins  of  the  Spanish  Kings  struck  in  the  Western  Hemisphere  managed 
without  it.  The  price  is  a rather  stiff  $37.50,  but  the  book  is  worth  every  cent.  Switching 
quickly  to  another  type  of  publication,  we  will  note  in  passing  that  Dorling’s,  “Ribbons 
and  Medals”  has  just  come  out  in  a new  edition,  covering  all  the  most  recent  information 
on  Orders,  Decorations  and  Medals.  Dorling  has  always  been  the  handiest  general  survey 
of  the  subject  available  in  English.

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DIOCLETIAN  AND  THE  ECONOMY  OE  IMPERIAL  ROME 

Ilicic  have  been  periods  in  history  when  the  problems  that  confront  every  genera- 
tion grow  to  gigantic  proportions  and  civilization  seems  on  the  verge  of  collapse.  One 
of  these  crucial  times  occurred  in  the  J hird  Century  A.D.  The  perils  which  were  immin- 
ent then  were  as  real  to  contemporaries  as  the  perils  facing  us  today.  Following  the 
death  of  Alexander  Severus  in  235  A.D.  there  were  fifty  years  of  anarchy  and  chaos.  A 
quick  succession  of  twenty-six  emperors,  few  of  whom  died  natural  deaths,  and  none  of 
whom  wrere  capable  of  restoring  order,  brought  about  a crisis  in  the  ancient  world.  The 
ai  my  was  unmanageable  and  in  almost  every  part  of  the  empire  the  frontiers  were 
besieged  by  barbarians.  As  a result  of  the  constant  turmoil,  everyday  life,  so  essential 
to  the  stability  of  any  civilization,  was  interrupted.  Agriculture  was  hampered,  monev 
was  hoarded  and  there  was  a constant  drain  on  the  imperial  treasury  to  finance  military 
operations. 


Temporary  order  was  restored  to  a chaotic  world  by  Diocletian,  a man  whose  early 
life  and  background  remain  a mystery.  Records  of  his  various  legislative  activities  are 
plentiful  but  the  facts  regarding  his  origins  were  apparently  not  even  known  to  his 
contemporaries.  He  was  a Dalmatian  of  low  birth  who  rose  through  the  ranks  of  the 
army  to  become  commander  of  the  Imperial  bodyguard.  When  the  emperor,  Numerian, 
was  found  murdered  while  in  Diocletian’s  care,  a ticklish  situation  developed.  He  had 
the  dangerous  responsibility  of  finding  the  guilty  man.  lie  not  only  had  a murder  to 
sol\e  but  a suspicious  army  to  satisfy  as  well.  Acting  with  decisive  speed,  Diocletian 
accused  his  principal  lival.  Before  this  man  could  defend  himself  he  was  cut  down.  So 
the  crime  was  solved  and  justice  was  done.  I he  army  showed  its  gratitude  by  pro- 
claiming Diocletian  emperor.  \\  e arc  not  sure  whether  his  succession  to  the  throne  was 
an  accident  of  fate  or  whether  lie  had  long  been  ambitious  for  the  position  and  gave 
fortune  a helping  hand.  At  any  rate,  Diocletian  was  no  mere  power— driven  usurper,  but 
a man  of  keen  administrative  ability  and  dedication  to  the  welfare  of  the  Roman  world. 

I he  new  emperor  s solution  for  the  problems  he  faced  was  to  impose  tight  controls 
on  almost  eveiy  aspect  of  human  life  through  the  agency  of  a strong  centralized  govern- 
ment. But  first  he  had  to  deal  with  the  revolts  and  invasions  that  were  taking  place  all 
over  the  empire.  lie  placed  Maximian,  whose  military  abilities  he  respected,  in  charge 
of  the  West  with  the  title  of  Emperor,  while  he  himself  devoted  his  attention  to  the 
East.  Later,  when  further  help  was  necessary,  two  assistant  Caesars,  Galerius  and 
Constantius  Chlorus,  were  chosen  to  serve  under  Diocletian  and  Maximian.  Diocletian 
thought  that  their  apprenticeship  as  Caesars  would  provide  the  experience  necessary  to 
permit  them  to  take  over  the  responsibilities  of  the  Imperial  Office  when  the  time  for 
his  retirement  arrived.  This  system,  known  as  the  Tetrarchate,  divided  the  empire  into 
four  provinces,  each  under  the  direction  of  an  Augustus  or  Caesar.  Diocletian’s  province 
was  the  East  and  he  located  his  capital  at  Nicomedia.  Galerius  had  charge  of  the  Balkans 
and  made  Sirmium  his  headquarters.  In  the  West,  Maximian  looked  after  Italy,  Africa, 
Spain  and  the  northern  frontiers,  with  his  capital  moved  from  Rome  to  Milan  for  pur- 
poses of  military  expediency.  Constantius  Chlorus,  the  father  of  Constantine  the  Great, 
operated  in  Gaul  and  Britain,  making  Trier  his  capital.  Thus,  in  reality,  there  were  four 
separate  administrative  areas  with  four  rulers,  each  with  his  own  capital  and  bureaucracy 
hut  with  a single  purpose,  the  welfare  of  the  empire  as  a whole.  Diocletian  was 
the  senior  Augustus  and  his  supremacy  was  never  questioned  even  by  Maximian.  He 
adopted  the  title  “Jovius”  and  granted  Maximian  that  of  “Heraclius”.  In  the  Roman 
pantheon,  Jove  was  the  supreme  god  and  Hercules  a powerful  and  mighty  hero,  but  a 
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demi-god.  The  distinction  was  not  lost  on  the  Roman  people  or  on  Maximian.  This  was 
the  beginning  of  the  Jovian  and  Heraclean  dynasties,  for  it  followed  that  Galerius  be- 
came a Jovian  and  Constantius  a Heraclean. 

These  four  men  and  their  respective  armies  dealt  with  the  defense  of  the  empire. 
Such  a multiplication  of  the  supreme  office  was  necessary,  in  view  of  the  many  rebellions 
and  invasions  that  were  occurring  in  all  corners  of  the  empire.  But  there  still  remained 
the  agricultural  problem  and  other  economic  matters.  For  these,  Diocletian  was  his  own 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  and  of  Agriculture,  again  leaving  no  doubt  as  to  who  was  the 
real  emperor.  He  enacted  a coinage  reform,  a new  tax  law,  and  a list  of  maximum  prices. 
The  complexity  of  the  Edict  of  Prices  and  the  tax  system  is  impressive  and  overwhelm- 
ing. Units  of  land  were  specified  and  the  workers  on  the  land  were  fitted  into  catagories. 
The  malpractices  that  followed  were  especially  hard  on  the  small  farmers  and  they  soon 
began  deserting  the  land.  Constantine  the  Great  corrected  this  situation  by  binding  them 
to  the  soil.  Their  status  approached  that  of  serfdom,  but  it  was  “necessary”  to  assure 
agricultural  production  as  well  as  the  collection  of  the  ever  important  taxes. 

The  emperors  were  always  in  need  of  money.  Not  only  was  there  almost  constant 
warfare  in  progress  but  Diocletian  inaugurated  an  extravagant  building  program  in 
keeping  with  his  love  of  splendor.  One  way  the  earlier  emperors  had  solved  the  problem 
of  filling  their  treasuries  was  by  decreasing  the  amount  of  silver  that  went  into  each 
Denarius  and  Antoninianus.  By  using  less  of  the  precious  metal  in  each  coin,  they  could 
issue  more  coins  with  the  amount  of  bullion  on  hand,  giving  an  artificial  air  of  prosperity. 
The  immediate  problem  was  solved  by  this  inflationary  program  but  inevitably  prices 
rose.  The  coins  were  soon  worth  about  as  much  silver  as  they  actually  contained,  which 
by  the  time  of  Diocletian,  was  almost  none. 

Recognizing  the  weak  currency  as  the  cause  of  many  of  his  troubles,  Diocletian 
introduced  a new  and  purer  coinage.  Though  it  did  not  last,  it  showed  an  admirable 
grasp  of  the  problem.  A silver  Denarius  of  the  weight  of  Nero’s  (long  since  debased) 
was  issued.  For  the  gold  coinage,  Diocletian  minted  the  Aureus  at  60  to  the  pound,  a 
heavier  coin  than  its  immediate  forerunner,  but  still  somewhat  lighter  than  the  Aureus 
of  the  early  empire.  Both  the  gold  and  silver  were  pure  coinages  and  though  modified 
by  his  successors,  set  a valuable  example.  The  bronze  coinage  was  also  restored  to  a 
respectable  weight  and  a new  coin  called  the  Follis  was  introduced.  The  provincial  mints 
with  their  own  peculiar  types  and  denominations,  such  as  that  at  Alexandria,  were  closed 
and  the  sole  coinage  was  the  imperial  one  minted  in  all  parts  of  the  empire.  The  gold 
and  silver  coins  of  Diocletian  and  his  colleagues  are  relatively  rare  but  a sizable  bronze 
coinage  has  come  down  to  us.  These  Bronzes  were  issued  in  great  numbers  by  all  the 
Tetrarchs.  While  their  value  became  less  and  less,  they  continued  to  be  minted  and  have 
proved  to  be  a fruitful  source  of  information  for  a complex  period  of  history. 

Coin  types  served  as  a medium  for  propaganda  just  as  they  did  earlier,  but  the 
image  projected  was  a new  one.  No  longer  do  we  see  the  imperial  family  portrayed  with 
reference  to  its  “Concordia”,  to  the  birth  of  a new  heir,  or  to  the  personal  virtues  of  the 
emperor.  Rather,  the  Follis  introduced  a type  that  appealed  to  the  unity  of  the  Roman 
people.  This  type,  known  as  the  (ienio  Populi  Romani  (Genius  of  the  Roman  people) 
was  the  first  and  the  most  common  to  be  issued  in  almost  every  imperial  mint.  To  weld 
a heterogeneous  empire  composed  of  diverse  Graeco-Roman  elements  into  one  world 
was  no  small  task.  The  final  division  of  East  and  West  was  inevitable.  Nevertheless, 
Diocletian  and  his  successors  persevered  and  muddled  through  until  476  A. D.  when  the 
West  finally  fell  to  the  barbarians.  Genio  Populi  Romani  was  also  the  slogan  of  the  new 
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regime.  The  minting  of  the  coin  on  a uniform  standard  was  a confirmation  of  unity. 
Later,  other  types  appeared  but  the  next  great  popular  one  was  introduced  after  the 
death  of  Constantine  the  Great.  This  was  the  Fel(ix)  Temp(us)  Reparatio  of  Constantius 
II  and  Constans,  used  over  and  over  again  by  their  successors.  It  may  be  translated 
(with  due  respect  to  the  Democratic  Party)  as  “Happy  days  are  here  again”.  Felix 
tempus  reparatio  was  also  a slogan,  not  quite  a statement  of  fact,  but  a hope  for  better 
things. 

Diocletian  and  Maximian  are  styled  the  sons  of  “Jovi  et  Heraclio”  on  the  gold  coinage. 
I he  designs  of  the  gold  coins  generally  had  a military  theme,  boasting  of  the  victories 
and  valor  of  the  army.  At  one  of  the  peaceful  interludes  Pax  Aeternae  appears  on  the 
coins  and  also  Romae  Aeternae.  The  latter  seems  to  declare  a sentiment  contrary  to  the 
actual  position  of  Rome,  since  this  city  had  lost  its  political  significance.  To  Diocletian, 
however,  as  well  as  to  his  contemporaries,  the  whole  empire  was  Rome.  Romae  Aeternae 
meant  that  the  Roman  empire  would  endure  forever. 

Diocletian’s  interest  in  the  coinage  was  commented  upon  on  the  coins.  A coin  with 
the  legend  Moneta  Sacra  Augg  et  Caes  NN,  while  a woman  (Moneta)  holds  the  scales 
and  cornucopiae,  reveals  the  respect  with  which  this  function  of  the  state  was  held.  An- 
other type  has  a more  personal  note.  It  refers  to  the  retirement  of  Diocletian  and  Max- 
imian in  305.  I hey  had  reigned  for  twenty  years  and  Diocletian  was  ready  to  retire. 
Maximian  was  not  ready,  but  he  did  so  at  Diocletian’s  request,  only  to  return  a few  years 
later  to  satisfy  his  unquenchable  thirst  for  power.  The  legends  Provid(entia)  Deorum 
Quies  Augg  and  Quies  Augg  - the  repose  of  the  Augusti  - describes  Diocletian’s  inten- 
tions exactly  but  not  Maximian’s. 

I lie  title  D(ominus)  N(ostra),  “Our  Lord”,  awarded  Diocletian  and  Maximian  upon 
their  abdication,  reflected  the  change  from  the  Principate  to  the  Autocracy.  It  became 
the  standard  title  of  the  emperor  by  the  mid-Fourth  Century.  In  the  early  empire,  the 
emperor  was  the  princeps  or  the  first  citizen.  Dominus  was  the  term  by  which  slaves 
addressed  their  masters.  Now  it  had  become  the  accepted  form  of  address  for  the  emperor 
by  his  people.  r\  hough  the  word  had  undoubtedly  lost  some  of  its  harsh  undertones,  it 
was  a natural  development  to  accompany  the  Oriental  court  established  by  Diocletian. 

1 he  emperor  was  more  inaccessible  to  his  subjects  and  was  surrounded  by  an  elaborate 
ceremonial.  1 he  location  of  Diocletian’s  capital  in  the  East  undoubtedly  aided  this  de- 
velopment. 


Strangely  enough,  Diocletian’s  vast  building  activities  were  not  noted  on  the  coins. 
An  earlier  emperor  would  not  have  allowed  such  a chance  to  slip  by,  but  as  we  have  seen, 
Diocletian  had  a definite  advertising  campaign  outlined  for  his  coinage  which  left  little 
room  for  other  themes. 


Desirable  as  Diocletian’s  coinage  reform  was,  it  was  not  completely  successful.  The 
ratio  established  between  gold,  silver  and  bronze  was  not  the  real  one.  Soon  the  bronze 
and  silver  deteriorated  and  were  subject  to  periodic  reforms  under  his  successors.  Con- 
stantine finally  fixed  the  gold  coin  at  72  to  the  pound  and  called  it  a Solidus.  The  Solidus 
lasted  for  centuries  and  was  known  in  the  Middle  Ages  as  a pure  and  stable  coin  ac- 
ceptable in  all  corners  of  the  world.  Silver  and  bronze  coinages  were  less  fortunate.  It 
was  not  really  until  the  time  of  Anastasius  (491-518  A. I). ) that  the  bronze  was  re-estab- 
lished, while  the  silver  almost  disappeared  from  use  until  the  Middle  Ages.  It  would  have 
offered  little  consolation  to  Diocletian  to  know  he  had  paved  the  way  for  such  a famous 
coin  as  the  Solidus  when  the  immediate  effect  of  his  reform  was  not  all  he  had  hoped  it 
would  be.  The  Follis  was  evidently  over-valued  and  prices  rose  to  compensate  for  the 
difference.  As  a final  resort  to  combat  the  inflation,  Diocletian  issued  his  famous  Edict 
of  Prices  in  301  A.D. 


The  Edict  is  of  interest  for  the  wealth  of  detail  it  contains.  Grains,  beverages,  oil, 
meats,  fish,  vegetables,  fruits,  wages,  materials  and  articles  of  all  kinds  were  itemized  and 
prices  fixed.  We  know,  if  not  the  actual  price  of  the  objects,  for  the  edict  would  not  be 
enforced,  at  least  their  relative  values.  We  learn,  for  example,  that  no  less  than  fifteen 
different  kinds  of  wine  were  available  to  the  ancient  Romans,  who  now  included  all  in- 
habitants of  the  Graeco-Roman  world.  The  wines  were  classified  by  the  territory  from 
which  they  came  and  also  by  “one  year  old  wine,  first  quality”,  and  “second  quality”, 
“boiled  down  one-third”,  and  “boiled  down  one-half”.  Oil,  fish  and  honey  came  in  “first” 
or  “best  quality”  and  “second  quality”.  Fowl  was  “fattened”,  “not  fattened”,  or  in  “good 
condition”.  The  same  qualifying  adjectives  followed  all  the  foods  and  materials  in  the 
list.  The  variety  of  vegetables  and  fruits  would  probably  bewilder  the  present-day  house- 
wife and  intrigue  the  most  fastidious  gourmet. 

In  the  field  of  education,  the  wages  are  very  revealing.  The  salary  of  a gymnastics 
teacher  was  one  third  less  than  that  of  a mathematics  instructor,  while  teachers  of  Greek 
and  Latin  received,  or  were  supposed  to  receive,  four  times  as  much  as  the  gymnastics 
instructor.  I must  confess  that  whatever  else  Diocletian’s  shortcomings  may  have  been, 
he  knew  the  relative  value  of  the  important  things.  Even  though  Greek  and  Latin  were 
living  languages  then,  it  still  placed  instruction  in  the  spoken  language  at  a premium.  One 
of  the  highest  salaries  quoted  was  for  an  advocate  who  pleads  a cause.  How  his  salary 
compared  with  the  teacher’s  would  depend  on  how  many  cases  the  lawyer  had  and  how 
many  students  the  teacher  had. 


The  materials  and  articles  listed  in  the  Edict  not  only  included  the  most  common- 
place necessities  but  also  a group  of  luxury  items  which  revealed  the  existance  of  a 
wealthy  class.  In  addition  to  the  ordinary  hides,  there  were  imported  ones  from  Babylonia, 
Phoenicia  and  other  places,  some  of  which  were  dyed.  Babylonian  goods  were  the  most 
expensive  and  included  many  leather  articles.  All  Babylonian  sandals,  slippers,  belts  and 
the  like  carried  the  highest  price  tags.  There  were  spices,  perfumes  and  textiles,  also 
imported  from  the  East  and  priced  high  enough  to  justify  their  travel  across  the  Mediter- 
ranean to  reach  a market. 

Interesting  as  the  Edict  is  to  us,  it  was  an  utter  failure.  For  although  great  pains 
wrere  taken  to  classify  all  goods  and  occupations,  no  distinction  was  made  between  whole- 
sale and  retail  prices  and  the  same  prices  were  established  for  all  parts  of  the  empire. 
At  this  time  inflation  had  progressed  so  far  that  it  would  have  required  more  than  an 
edictum  of  the  emperor  to  correct  it.  The  Edict  promised  harsh  penalties  for  anyone  not 
complying  with  the  maximum  prices  but  there  is  no  indication  that  they  were  ever  en- 
forced. The  Tetrarchs’  vast  bureaucracies  were  not  equipped  with  the  necessary  machinery 
to  do  so.  The  Edict  was  promulgated,  and  then  forgotten. 

Looking  back,  it  would  seem  that  Diocletian’s  legislation  was  a failure,  yet  he  has 
gone  down  in  history  as  a wise  and  able  administrator.  The  coinage  reform  was  admirable 
in  concept  but  underwent  many  changes  before  a workable  solution  was  arrived  at  by  his 
successors.  The  Edict  of  Prices,  intended  to  correct  what  the  coinage  was  unable  to  do, 
was  a failure.  His  taxation  reforms  eventually  led  to  a state  in  which  individual  liberty 
was  the  least  prized  factor  and  the  last  concern  of  the  government.  His  religious  policy, 
not  mentioned  here,  succeeded  only  in  giving  Diocletian  a place  in  history  as  a persecutor 
of  the  Christians. 


It  is  all  too  easy  to  be  harsh  with  Diocletian.  It  must  be  remembered  that  the  most 
immediate  problem,  that  of  preserving  the  empire,  was  successfully  solved.  His  work  laid 
the  foundations  for  Constantine  the  Great  and  made  possible  a transition  from  the 
Ancient  World  to  the  Byzantine.  It  is  regrettable  that  the  price  paid  for  this  semblance 
of  order  was  individual  freedom.

THE  CONSTANTINE  ORDER  OF  ST.  GEORGE

In  the  study  of  Orders  of  Knighthood  there  is  no  subject  more  difficult  to  reduce 
to  manageable  and  understandable  proportions  than  the  institution  called  the  Dynastic 
Order.  The  distinctive  characteristic  of  such  an  Order  depends  on  the  fact  that  it  is 
legally  and  historically  attached  to,  and  is  frequently  conferred  by,  the  head  of  a former 
reigning  House  on  persons  other  than  members  of  his  own  immediate  family.  Today 
the  most  distinguished  example  of  an  Order  of  this  kind  is  the  former  Austrian  Golden 
Heece  referred  to  in  another  connection  earlier  in  this  issue.  Another  is  the  Bavarian 
Order  of  St.  George.  For  the  purposes  of  this  article,  however,  the  best  example  of  a 
dynastic  award  backed  by  a long  historical  tradition  is  the  Constantine  Order  of  St. 
George,  the  Grandmastership  of  which  rests  in  the  hands  of  the  head  of  the  Neapolitan 
Bourbons,  descendants  of  the  last  Kings  of  the  Two  Sicilies. 

Before  embarking  on  our  discussion,  it  will  be  well  to  establish  a technical  point 
about  the  awarding  of  any  Order  that  may  not  be  familiar  to  the  general  reader  in 
this  country.  The  legal  foundation  for  the  award  of  any  decoration  rests  in  the  concept 
of  Sovereign  power.  We  are  not  concerned  here  with  the  full  meaning  of  Sovereignty  but 
only  in  that  small  portion  of  it  relating  to  Orders  and  Decorations.  A reigning  monarch 
has  the  sovereign  power,  stemming  from  his  or  her  Royal  position,  to  create  and  award 
distinctions.  In  a country  such  as  France,  this  power  in  the  course  of  time  has  been 
transferred  from  the  monarch  to  the  Republic.  In  the  United  States  when  the  President 
decorates  an  Officer  with  the  Legion  of  Merit,  for  example,  he  is  exercising  a sovereign 
function  inherent  in  his  office  as  Chief  of  State,  just  as  does  Queen  Elizabeth  II  when 
she  confers  any  of  her  Orders. 

A reigning  monarch  has  one  characteristic  that  distinguishes  him  from  the  President 
of  a Republic.  The  monarch  has  acquired  the  quality  of  being  Royal  by  birth,  and  the 
position  of  Sovereign  by  inheritance.  Here  we  reach  a distinction  that  has  always  been 
difficult  for  Americans  to  understand.  In  the  course  of  political  and  constitutional 
development  in  many  European  countries,  Kings  have  been  dethroned.  We  have  a very 
good  recent  example  in  the  case  of  King  Umberto  II  of  Italy.  In  1946  he  ceased  to  be 
King  of  Italy  but  he  did  not  lose  the  personal  status  of  King  because  he  did  not  resign 
that  title  when  he  left  the  country.  While  he  is  Umberto,  ex  King  of  Italy,  he  still  has 
the  right  to  the  title  of  King  and  neither  he  nor  his  descendants  can  divest  themselves 
of  the  status  of  being  Royal  persons. 

rhese  unfamiliar  legalisms  have  a direct  bearing  on  the  question  of  the  award  of 
Orders  of  Knighthood.  Kings,  and  their  legitimate  descendants,  under  certain  circum- 
stances, retain  the  right  to  award  an  Order  connected  historically  with  their  sovereignty, 
past  or  present,  not  possessed  by  private  persons.  The  former  Sovereigns  of  Europe 
have  always  continued  the  practice  of  awarding  their  principal  Order,  although  they 
generally  restrict  themselves  to  giving  it  to  Princes  of  their  own  family,  as  King  Umberto 
has  done  with  the  Annunziata.  One  reason  why  they  have  so  restricted  themselves 
lies  practically  in  the  fact  that  Grandmasterships  of  these  and  the  lesser  Orders  have 
generally  rested  in  the  Crown  itself,  rather  than  in  the  Sovereign  as  a person.  To  take 
the  case  of  the  Order  of  the  Crown  of  Italy,  the  Statutes  declare  that  the  Grand  Master 
is  and  shall  forever  be,  the  King  of  Italy.  When  the  King  ceases  to  be  a constitutional 
reality  the  power  to  award  such  an  Order  lapses  with  his  Crown.  In  1951  the  Italian 
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Republic  recognized  this  in  law  and  formally  abolished  the  old  Royal  Orders,  although 
it  gave  the  right  to  those  who  were  members  of  the  Order  of  Sts.  Maurice  and  Lazarus, 
and  Corona  d’ltalia,  to  continue  to  wear  the  insignia  whenever  appropriate. 


The  situation  just  described  becomes  somewhat  different  when  the  lawful  control 
of  an  Order  does  not  rest  in  the  Crown,  but  in  the  person  of  the  Sovereign  and,  by 
inheritance,  in  those  of  his  descendants  who  succeed  him  as  recognized  head  of  his 
Family,  regardless  of  whether  these  persons  continue  to  be  reigning  monarchs  or  not. 
In  an  instance  of  this  kind  we  come  face  to  face  with  a Dynastic  Order.  The  most 
historically  interesting  example  is  the  Golden  Fleece,  as  we  noted  in  an  earlier  paragraph. 
Here  the  Archduke  Otto,  as  head  of  the  House  of  Hapsburg-Lorraine,  can  continue  to 
confer  the  Fleece  because  the  Grandmastership  of  that  great  Order  was  never  merged 
with  either  the  Crown  of  the  Holy  Roman  Empire  or  that  of  the  Austro-Hungarian 
Empire.  In  addition,  the  Order  is  recognized  by  the  Austrian  Republic  as  a Corporation, 
giving  it  the  right  to  possess  property  and  to  have  a legal  entity  in  Austria,  in  spite 
of  the  fact  that  the  Archduke  himself  is  still  debarred  from  returning  to  the  country 
of  his  birth.  We  do  not  use  it  as  the  main  example  of  our  discussion  because  the  Heece 
is  still  conferred,  in  accordance  with  its  traditional  exclusiveness,  on  only  a limited  number 
of  individuals  of  high  rank  who  have  merited  the  distinction. 


The  Constantine  Order  of  St.  George  is  one  of  best  examples  of  a Dynastic  Order 
we  have  today.  It  has  had  a long  and  complicated  history,  and  yet  remains  a living 
organization,  in  spite  of  the  Royal  House  with  which  it  is  associated  having  ceased  to 
reign  as  long  ago  as  1860,  when  Italy  was  largely  unified  into  one  Kingdom.  We  have 
chosen  it  not  for  these  reasons  alone,  but  principally  because  its  story  is  inseparable  from 
one  important  factor  we  have  mentioned  above.  The  entire  existance  of  the  Order  in  the 
hands  of  the  Neapolitan  Bourbons  directly  depended  on  the  Grandmastership  resting  not 
in  the  Crown,  but  in  the  person  of  the  head  of  the  House.  Of  course,  if  this  had  not 
been  true  it  would  have  been  abolished  after  1860,  along  with  the  other  Neapolitan  Orders. 
But  the  story  of  the  Order  prior  to  that  date  is  also  dependent  on  the  Grandmastership 
being  the  personal  possession  and  right  of  the  men  who  were,  in  another  context,  Kings 
of  Naples  and  later,  of  the  Two  Sicilies. 


Anyone  interested  in  the  historical  background  of  awards  and  distinctions  will  find 
himself  bedeviled  by  the  exasperating  practices  of  17th  and  18th  Century  writers  who 
felt  impelled  to  provide  fabulous  pedigrees  for  many  of  them,  in  addition  to  inventing 
Orders  of  great  antiquity  that  never  existed.  Since  the  printed  word  has  always  carried 
a weight  that  it  sometimes  does  not  deserve,  the  situation  became  more  complicated 
when  the  “historians”  of  one  generation  copied  the  errors  of  the  preceding  one  and  then 
added  a few  of  their  own.  It  must  be  admitted  that  official  sources  are  not  above  re 
proach  in  this  connection  either.  It  was  once  fashionable  for  monarchs  to  “revive”  an 
Order  and  in  the  Statutes  give  a Christian  pedigree  that  ran  back  to  pagan  Rome.  We 
can,  therefore,  dismiss  without  further  comment  the  story  that  the  Constantine  Order 
was  founded  by  the  Emperor  of  that  name  after  he’d  seen  the  Cross  in  the  sky,  heard 
the  magic  words  “IN  HOC  SIGNO  VINCES”,  and  became  converted  to  Christianity, 
in  the  year  313.  It  probably  was  founded  by  the  Byzantine  Emperor  Isaac  II  Angelus 
Comnenus  about  1190  at  a time  when  the  Eastern  Empire  was  feeling  the  pressure  exerted 
by  the  followers  of  the  Prophet  who  were  eventually  to  destroy  it. 

By  the  time  Constantinople  fell  to  the  Turks  in  1453,  the  former  Imperial  Family 
of  Comneni  had  ceased  to  reign  as  Emperors  and  had  found  refuge  in  Macedonia.  Never- 
theless, they  still  retained  the  Grandmastership  of  the  Order  of  Constantine.  This  right 
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was  confirmed  by  the  Emperor  Ferdinand  IT  at  Ratisbon  in  1630.  The  last  descendant 
of  the  family,  John  Andrew  Angelus  Comnenus,  found  himself  resident  in  the  Duchy 
of  Parma  at  the  end  of  the  17th  Century.  Without  heirs  or  funds,  he  decided  to  dispose 
of  his  Grandmastership  to  Francis  I Farnese,  Duke  of  Parma,  in  1697.  This  arrangement 
was  approved  by  the  Emperor  Leopold  I on  August  4,  1699,  and  confirmed  by  Pope 
Innocent  XII  on  October  24th  of  the  same  year  in  the  Bull,  “Sincerae  Fidei”.  It  is 
important  to  note  that  the  Imperial  and  Papal  approvals  did  not  confirm  the  possession 
of  the  Grandmastership  by  the  Duke  of  Parma,  but  by  Francis  Farnese  and  his  heirs 
forever. 

The  Farnese  family  endowed  the  Order  with  properties  to  provide  it  with  an 
income.  Through  judicious  distribution  they  soon  raised  it  to  a position  of  great  esteem. 
Pope  Clement  XI  in  1718  and  Benedict  XIII  in  1725  registered  their  approval  and  granted 
the  Order  certain  privileges  and  distinctions.  Duke  Francis,  dying  in  1727,  was  succeeded 
in  the  family  honors  by  his  brother  Anthony,  who  in  turn  died  in  1731,  leaving  no  heirs 
of  his  body.  The  male  line  of  the  House  of  Farnese  was  thus  extinct.  But  a female  repre- 
sentative of  the  family  remained  very  much  alive  in  the  person  of  his  sister  Elizabeth,  wife 
of  Philip  V of  Spain.  This  lady  was  a determined  character  of  no  mean  ability  in  her 
own  right,  and  like  Queen  Caroline  in  England,  astutely  managed  the  King  for  her  own 
purposes.  Her  ruling  passion  was  the  material  and  worldly  advancement  of  her  numerous 
children.  The  story  of  Elizabeth’s  maneuvers  and  triumphs  belongs  to  the  diplomatic 
history  of  Europe.  It  is  merely  necessary  here  to  say  that  on  the  death  of  her  brother  she 
was  able  to  have  the  succession  to  the  Duchy  of  Parma  vested  in  her  son  ( harles. 
As  accepted  heir  to  the  Farnese,  the  young  Charles  also  had  the  right  to  the  Grand- 
mastership of  the  Constantine  Order. 

Of  all  Elizabeth’s  children,  Charles  probably  inherited  the  greater  share  of  his 
mother’s  ability.  He  was  hardly  three  years  in  Parma  before  he  left  his  comfortable  little 
Duchy  and  went  on  to  the  glories  of  the  Kingdom  of  Naples.  Charles  took  the  Constantine 
Order  and  all  its  Archives  with  him  to  Naples  and  held  on  to  it,  claiming  the  right  as 
senior  male  heir  of  his  mother’s  family  in  Italy,  by  virtue  of  the  act  of  adoption  by  his 
uncle  Anthony,  prior  to  the  latter’s  death.  This  position  was  accepted  by  the  Holy  See  on 
several  occasions.  When  Charles  was  called  to  Spain  in  1759,  to  become  the  enlightened 
Charles  III,  he  transferred  his  Crown  and  the  Grandmastership  to  his  son  who  was  to 
reign  as  Ferdinand  TV  of  Naples  and  Ferdinand  I of  the  Two  Sicilies,  until  1825. 

So  far  we  have  emphasized  the  dual  nature  of  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Constantine 
Order.  This  could  hardly  have  been  more  clearly  explained  than  in  the  following  pre- 
amble to  a new  set  of  Statutes,  dated  March  8,  1796:  “The  King  having  taken  into  due 
consideration  that  there  are  two  quite  different  qualities  combined  in  his  Royal  person, 
the  one  as  Monarch  of  the  Two  Sicilies,  the  other  as  Grand  Master  of  the  illustrious 
Royal  Military  Constantine  Order,  which,  although  gloriously  united  in  himself,  neverthe- 
less make  up  two  separate  and  different  authorities  for  the  purposes  of  laws,  prerogatives, 

privileges  and  above  all  for  legal  jurisdiction ’’.  The  position  of  the  King  of  Naples  in 

this  respect  was  only  challenged  once  and  then,  surprising  enough,  in  no  less  a place  than 
before  the  Congress  of  Vienna.  It  will  be  remembered  that  the  Congress  had  created  the 
Empress  Maria  Louisa,  who,  with  great  presence  of  mind,  deserted  her  husband  Napoleon 
when  he  needed  her  most,  Duchess  of  Parma.  She  promptly  demanded  that  the  C ongress 
also  give  the  Grandmastership  of  the  Order,  basing  her  demands  not  only  on  her  succession 
as  reigning  Duchess,  but  also  on  her  descent  from  the  Farnese  family.  The  Congress 
avoided  rendering  a decision.  In  1816  the  Duchess  declared  herself  Grandmistress  of  the 
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Order  and  established  what  amounted  to  another  branch.  The  same  thing  happened  in  the 
case  of  the  Golden  Fleece  a century  before.  The  branch  in  Parma,  however,  was  an  Order 
of  the  Crown  and  so  was  abolished  in  1859,  although  the  House  of  Bourbon-Parma  still  uses 
it  today  as  a private  Family  Order.  The  organization  and,  to  some  extent,  the  insignia 
of  this  vounger  branch  diltered  from  the  senior  legitimate  branch  in  Naples,  much  to  the 
confusion  of  historians  and  Collectors  who  are  forever  mixing-up  the  two. 

1 he  history  of  the  Order,  after  the  events  of  1860  that  resulted  in  the  expulsion 
of  the  Neapolitan  Royal  House,  can  only  be  understood  properly  in  the  light  of  the 
foregoing  discussion,  d he  Order  was  not  explicitly  abolished,  although  its  extensive  pro- 
perties were  sequestered  and  given  to  the  Order  of  Sts.  Maurice  and  Lazarus.  This 
Order,  also  of  great  antiquity,  became  the  Legion  of  Honor  of  the  new  Kingdom.  The 
writer  doubts  that  the  authorities  of  United  Italy,  in  the  enthusiasm  of  those  great 
days  when  the  Risorgimento”  was  being  crowned  with  success,  would  have  been  parti- 
culaily  tender  toward  the  legal  rights  of  the  ex  King  of  Naples  if  it  hadn’t  been  for 
another  over-riding  political  factor.  What  saved  the  Constantine  Order  was  simply  that 
it  had  long  been,  and  continued  to  be,  recognized  as  a special  institution  by  the  Holy  See. 
hor  ten  years  prior  to  the  occupation  of  Rome,  the  last  King  of  Naples,  Francis  II, 
lived  under  Papal  protection.  After  1870  the  new  Government  was  extremely  careful  in 
its  relations  with  the  Pope,  did  everything  to  placate  him,  and  nothing  it  could  help  that 
wrould  exasperate  him. 


W hen  Alfonso,  Count  of  Caserta,  succeeded  his  brother  King  Francis  as  head  of  the 
Neapolitan  Bourbons  in  1894,  he  regarded  himself  as  active  Grand  Master  and  awarded  the 
Constantine  Order.  After  the  First  World  War  he  modified  the  Statutes  to  bring  them  into 
line  with  the  times.  They  were  again  reformed  in  1934,  by  his  son  and  heir,  Ferdinand, 
Duke  of  Calabria.  The  Vatican  assigned  a Cardinal-Protector  to  help  manage  the  affairs 
of  the  Order  and  to  show  that  Papal  recognition  was  still  extended  to  it.  In  the  years 
before  the  last  war  the  resources  were  slowly  expanded,  providing  funds  for  the  charit- 
able works  in  which  the  Constantine  Order  and  its  members  were  interested.  In  organiz- 
ation and  aims  it  bore  a marked  resemblance  to  the  Order  of  Malta  and  the  members 
were  chosen  from  among  persons  of  high  rank,  or  from  others  who  had  made  distinct 
social  contributions  of  a charitable  nature  in  terms  of  their  own  personal  effort.  Americans 
have  been  admitted  to  it.  One  of  the  most  outstanding  of  these  was  the  late  Major  General 
Edgar  Erskine  flume  wdio,  when  in  high  command  in  Italy,  had  done  much  to  relieve 
Italian  distress  in  the  dark  days  after  the  Germans  had  been  driven  out.  General  Hume 
received  the  First  ( lass  of  the  Order.  At  the  time  of  his  death,  he  wTas  President  General 
of  the  Society  of  the  Cincinnati,  the  oldest  patriotic  organization  in  the  United  States. 
Another  American,  Mr.  James  C.  Risk,  then  a Lieut.  Commander  on  Naval  duty  in  Italy, 
was  made  a Knight  of  Grace. 


Today  there  are  changes  in  the  organization  being  contemplated  by  the  present  Grand 
Master,  H.  R.  H.  Prince  Ranieri,  Duke  of  Castro.  With  a long  tradition  behind  it,  the 
Constantine  Order  of  St.  George  strives  to  adapt  itself  to  the  age  in  which  we  live  and  to 
render  a positive  contribution  to  society  as  a whole.  At  the  same  time  it  maintains  the 
same  high  standard  of  Christian  principles  that  have  always  been  associated  with  it.  The 
grades  of  the  Order,  according  to  the  Statutes  of  1934,  are  as  follows:  1.  Bali  Knights  of 
the  Grand  Cross  and  of  Justice;  2.  Knights  Grand  Cross;  3.  Knights  and  Dames  of  Justice; 
4.  Knights  and  Dames  of  Grace;  5.  Knights  of  Merit;  6.  Chaplains.  The  first  and  second 
grades  are  restricted  to  50  and  25  members,  respectively.  The  number  of  members  of  the 
other  grades  is  not  limited.  It  will  be  noted  that  ladies  can  be  admitted  to  the  third  and 
fourth  classes,  but  not  the  others.  The  distinction  between  the  Knights  “of  Justice”  and 
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those  “of  Grace”  is  one  that  is  also  characteristic  of  the  Order  of  Malta  and  has  to  do  with 
the  member’s  family  pedigree.  In  the  first  catagory  it  is  required  that  the  Knights  or 
Dames  have  certain  elements  of  hereditary  nobility  in  their  background.  'I  bis  is  not  true  of 
the  Knights  of  Grace.  The  grades  of  the  Order  permit  the  Grand  Master  to  award  it  ac- 
cording to  individual  merit,  a quality  that  is,  of  course,  open  to  considerable  variations. 

Basically,  the  form  of  the  insignia  has  changed  very  little  since  the  Eighteenth  Cen- 
tury, although  there  have  been  a few  changes  in  detail.  It  may  interest  the  reader  to 
know  that  the  illustration  we  give  of  the  Star  and  the  Badges  was  taken  from  an  Official 
Neapolitan  publication  printed  in  1854.  The  insignia  are  now  manufactured  in  Rome  by 
the  firm  of  Tanfani  and  Bertarelli,  who  also  make  the  insignia  for  all  the  Papal  Orders. 
This  firm,  famous  for  the  superb  quality  of  its  work,  produces  Stars  and  Badges  that 
are  close  facsimiles  of  those  in  our  illustration.  The  Cross  of  the  Order  has  four  equal 
arms,  each  terminating  in  a fleur  de  lys.  It  bears  the  letters  I H S V at  the  point  of 
each  arm,  standing  for  the  motto  of  Constantine,  “In  Hoc  Signo  Vinces,”  as  well  as  the 
Greek  capital  letters  Alpha  and  Omega.  In  the  center  of  this  cross  there  is  the  combined 
P and  X that  makes  up  the  traditional  Christogram,  or  monogram  of  Christ.  In  passing, 
it  may  be  useful  for  Collectors  to  know  that  while  the  insignia  of  the  Neapolitan  branch 
of  the  Order  had  the  Alpha  and  Omega  in  “lower  case"  during  the  Eighteenth  Century, 
after  the  formation  of  the  Parmesan  branch  they  became  “upper  case  ’,  while  the  new 
branch  used  the  small  letters.  The  members  of  the  First  C lass  of  the  Order  wear  the 
Cross  as  it  is  shown  on  the  left  in  the  illustration  from  a broad  sky-blue  sash  over  the 
right  shoulder  and  the  Star  is  all  in  gold.  The  Knights  of  Justice  wear  the  Badge  around 
the  neck,  as  it  is  seen  on  the  right  in  our  illustration.  \ he  Knights  of  the  Second  and 
Fourth  Classes  wear  the  Badge  without  either  trophy  or  St.  George,  with  the  Star  in 
silver.  The  Knights  of  Merit  wear  the  Badge  around  the  neck,  without  crown  and  have 
no  Star.  All  the  Badges  today  are  made  in  a fine  grade  of  silver  gilt.  Before  1860  they 
were  all  made  in  gold.  An  original  antique  specimen  of  the  Order  is  rarely  found  by  the 
Collector.  There  are  a few  good  examples  of  early  pieces  in  the  San  Martino  Museum  in 
NTaples.  A visit  to  this  Museum  is  recommended  to  anyone  interested  in  the  past  history 
of  the  city  and  the  Kingdom,  as  well  as  in  the  Neapolitan  ( Irders.

ASPECTS  OF  LIFE  IN  THE  COIN  BUSINESS

figure.  J hey  insist.  After  all,  they  read  it  in  the  newspaper.  Nothing  convinces  them,  so 
they  probably  give  us  up  and  pester  some  other  helpless  Dealers.  Then  there  is  the  Lady 
who  has  an  old  coin.  It  is  so  worn  that  she  can’t  tell  us  what  it  is,  but  she  knows  it’s 
old  and  how  much  is  it  worth  please?  Another  old  favorite  is  the  coin  dated  1320,  1352, 
or  1371.  Breathlessly  the  caller  awaits  to  be  told  about  the  value  of  such  an  antique 


treasure.  In  case  you  are  interested,  we  are  sorry  that  the  Government  of  Morocco  ever 
issued  coins.  You  can’t  imagine  the  verbal  jungle  that  the  conversation  develops  into 
when  we  try  to  explain  the  Mohammedan  system  of  dating  and  the  relation  it  has  to 

our  own.  We  frequently  end  up  quite  speechless,  which  is  just  as  well.  But  our  all 

time  favorite  is  bound  to  be  the  inquiry  that  came  last  week.  A Gentleman  had  an  old 
coin  of  Queen  Victoria.  It  was  silver  as  large  as  a Dollar.  On  one  side  it  had  the  Queen 
and  on  the  other  a Coat  of  Arms  with  an  eagle  and  the  date  1780.  If  any  of  our  readers
